To give the public an idea of the 
magnitude of the Fourth of July cele¬ 
bration to be held here under the au¬ 
spices of the Native Sons of the Gol¬ 
den West, the following letter, re¬ 
ceived by Director General Howell D. 
Melvin from the San Francisco Na¬ 
tive Sons extension committee, is pub¬ 
lished: 

San Francisco, Cal., May 22, 1914. 

Howell D. Melvin, San .Jose, Cal.— 
Dear Sir and Brother: Our local ex¬ 
tension committee representing the Na¬ 
tive Sens of the Golden West in this 
city has taken up the matter of your 
Fourth of July Carnival and has taken 
steps to arrange for the participation 
of the order -in the ceremonies of that 
day. 

We have in this city 30 parlors of 
the Native Sons, with an aggregate 
membership of about 10,000. These 
parlors have been fully advised con¬ 
cerning your carnival, and have evinced 
much enthusiasm. 

We feel assured that we are very 
conservative when we say that the 
attendance of tHe members of the Na¬ 
tive Sons of the Golden West at your 
carnival will exceed 5000 from this 
city. This includes six bands of music 
maintained by six of our local parlors 
and having an aggregate membership 
of 210 pieces; also 22 drum and fife 
corps, with a membership of about 100. 

By using ttie average obtained from 
the figures of 25 annual celebrations 
attended by the Native Sons, we can 
assure that there will be at least two 
persons traveling with us to the cele¬ 
bration in addition to the members of 
the order. We therefore feel that we 
are conservative and within the figures 
when we estimate that the San Fran¬ 
cisco Native Sons and their friends will 
attend the San Jose carnival to the 
number of 15,000 persons. 

We have not in this estimate count¬ 
ed on the activities of the Native 
Daughters of tHe Golden West, who will 
attend in large numbers, and who will 
atlvise you through their own commit¬ 
tees.

COUNTY DEVELOPMENT 
ASSOCIATION NEWS 


Issued upon authority of San Ma¬ 
teo County Development Association: 

The San Mateo County Development 
Association, through its recent incor¬ 
poration of the San Francisco-San 
Mateo Interurban Right of Way Com¬ 
pany, is gaining considerable publi¬ 
city in the important financial circles 
of the east for the Peninsula. 

The fact that the project of a free 
and independent line from San Fran¬ 
cisco to Palo Alto has been launched 
is now known by the big men in rail- 
roaddom. 

The Electric Railway Journal, pub¬ 
lished in New York weekly, and rec¬ 
ognized authority in such matters, re¬ 
ports the existence of the holding 
company in two issues of this month. 
In the issueof Saturday, May 16th, 
the big railroad publication says that 
this company has been chartered in 
California to secure a right of way 
for an electric line down the Penin¬ 
way for ansula. Also that this right 
of way will either be sold to a rail¬ 
road company to build a competing 
system or will be retained. The di¬ 
rectors are named in the article as 
well as other details in connection 
with the undertaking. In an earlier 
issue dated May 9th, the proposed 
electric line is discussed in an arti¬ 
cle from Redwood City. The fact that 
the development association is foster¬ 
ing the movement is stated. 

The independent line is being free¬ 
ly discussed everywhere. In San 
Francisco the proposition is receiv¬ 
ing much comment. Great interest 
is being evinced by many leading citi¬ 
zens of that city who believe that it 
is about time that San Mateo county 
get a large slice of the s* rburban 
traffic, which this community is un¬ 
able to do because of the present in¬ 
adequate transportation facilities. 

The directors of the holding com¬ 
pany are holding frequent meetings 
and have made several personal in¬ 
spections over various routes under 
discussion in connection with the pre¬ 
liminary survey, which will be made 
with the utmost dispatch. 

With practically no effort on the 
part of the directors to concentrate 
their energy on the acquisition of 
rights of way, their plan being to first 
determine upon the exact route, more 
than seven miles of private rights of 
way have already been offered to the 
holding company for no considera¬ 
tion save the immediate construction 
of a competing electric express. This 
means that fully twenty-five per cent 
of the required rights of way have 
already been pledged, which is a fact 
that tells best the true enthusiasm 
of the land owning interests.

E. S. STRATION FOR 
APPELLATE BENCH 

Hon. Frederick S. Stratton of Oak¬ 
land, Collector of the Port of San 
Francisco during the administration 
of President McKinley, President 
Roosevelt and President Taft and one 
of the most eminent and popular at¬ 
torneys in the state, has announced 
his candidacy for a seat on the bench 
of the California district court of 
appeals, first appellate district. He 
has entered the race for the place oc¬ 
cupied by Associate Justice John E. 
Richards of San Jose, who was ap¬ 
pointed by Governor Hiram W. John¬ 
son to fill the vacancy created by the 
death of Associate Justice Samuel P. 
Hall of Oakland. The court to which 
he aspires sits in San Francisco and 
includes the east bay district in its 
jurisdiction. 

Being a native of the Golden State 
by education and legal training fami¬ 
liar with every phase of the legal 
structure of California Attorney 
Stratton is considered by his host of 
friends and admirers to be particular¬ 
ly qualified for the judicial office he 
is seeking from the electorate. He was 
born in Oakland and has seen the 
present beautiful and progressive city 
grow from a comparatively strag¬ 
gling village. He was educated in the 
old Swett grammar school, the Oak¬ 
land high school and the University 
of California, graduating from the 
last named institution with high hon¬ 
ors in the class of ’81. He worked 
his way through the university earn¬ 
ing from $18 to $25 a month setting 
type in a newspaper office. 

Stratton’s first law partner was W. 
C. Morrow, at present judge of the 
United States circuitcourt of appeals in 
San Francisco, and afterwards he 
formed the law firm of Stratton, Kauf¬ 
man & Torchiana, of which he has 
been the senior partner continuously 
ever since. He is a brother of Pro¬ 
fessor George M. Stratton, head of the 
department of philosophy of the Uni¬ 
versity of California, and of Dr. R. T. 
Stratton, a prominent physician of 
Oakland. Immediately following the 
catastrophe of 1906 Stratton was ap¬ 
pointed a member of the Red Cross 
committee of San Francisco and the 
Oakland relief committee, and in this 
capacity assisted largely in the dis¬ 
tribution of $14,000,000 for the relief 
of the sufferers of this terrible cala¬ 
mity. Stratton is a member of the 
order of the Native Sons of the Gold¬ 
en West and keeps up active interest 
in the welfare of the state university. 
He is a prominent member of the 
alumni of that institution and has the 
distinction of having been twice hon¬ 
ored by an offer from President Roos¬ 
evelt of the assistant secretaryship of 
the United States Treasury, which he 
felt constrained to refuse because he 
had no desire to leave his home for 
Washington society. 

. In 1897, Stratton went to the state 
senate from Alameda county and 
while he was a member of the Califor¬ 
nia legislature he was the father of 
many important measures. This was 
his advent into political life, and from 
the date of his election as a senator 
until his retirement from the feder¬ 
al office he recently surrendered 
Stratton’s record was one of distin¬ 
guished public service based upon 
progressive ideas and marked by un¬ 
flinching integrity and unswerving 
fidelity to the public. While serving 
in the legislature Attorney Stratton 
put through the measure which doubl¬ 
ed the state university tax from one 
cent to two thus providing a substan¬ 
tially increased revenue with which 
to help build up the university to its 
present gigantic proportions. He al¬ 
so wrote and put through the bill 
which exempted Stanford university 
from taxation and wrote and fathered 
the bill which established in Califor¬ 
nia primary elections. Afterwards he 
drafted every amendment to this law 
passed by the legislature up to 1909, 
and also all the constitutional amend¬ 
ments necessary to meet the new or¬ 
der in the election laws through their 
evolution to the direct primary meas¬ 
ure. He bears the distinction of writ¬ 
ing the first direct primary law ever 
introduced in the legislature and 
which, after many amendments, final¬ 
ly developed into the present measure. 

Stratton has always been a repub¬ 
lican of the progressive type, and dur¬ 
ing his political career he has train¬ 
ed with the champions of liberal 
government. He was the leader in 


the movement which defeated Daniel 
M. Burns for the United States senate, 
thus directing a political fight that 
since has become memorable in the 
history of fhe state because of the 
far-reaching benefits that have been 
derived from that contest. He also 
was the author of the legislative 
measure twice introduced and finally 
passed which exempted church prop¬ 
erty from taxation in this state, and 
throughout his entire public career he 
has been in a position where it was 
necessary constantly to draw upon 
his knowledge of the law in the dis¬ 
charge of his duties. 

As collector of the port of San 
Francisco his work for the most part 
was judicial in character, he having to 
decide practically all questions offi¬ 
cially submitted to him according to 
the law of the land. And during all 
of this period he took an active part 
in the business of his law firm so that 
at no time was he ever inclined or 
permitted to become lax in legal re¬ 
search. By temperament Attorney 
Stratton is as well qualified for judi¬ 
cial duties as he is by ability and 
study. 

When the first announcement was 
made that United States Senator 
George W. Perkins would not try for 
re-election Stratton’s friends asked 
him to become a candidate for the to¬ 
ga, but he refused to consider the 
matter. 

“In view cf the fact that the office 
I am seeking,” said Stratton, “would 
b3 most congenial to me, I have de¬ 
cided to make the race. The salary 
connected with the judgeship is not 
a consideration, and if the people will 
give me the seat I hope to have the 
honor of occupying I will try to serve 
them just as faithfully as I always 
have done in the past. My aspira¬ 
tions always have been towards the 
bench and now that the judiciary has 
been removed from partisan politics 
the bench has an added charm and 
dignity. I will make the race on my 
past record as a public servant and I 
hope to win.”

PROCEEDINGS OF 
THE COUNTY BOARD 
OF SUPERVISORS 

The board of supervisors met in 
adjourned session Monday, May 25th, 
in Redwood City. 

A communication was received 
from the Woman’s Board of Panama- 
Pacific International Exposition an¬ 
nouncing that an organization known 
as the San Mateo County Auxiliary of 
tiie woman’s board has been formed 
for the purpose of assisting in the 
promotion of the county’s interests in 
connection with the exposition. 

The communication was accepted 
and filed. 

The following bids were received 
for grading a portion of the road from 
Colma to Edgemar: 

Federal Construction Company, 
$12,338.34. 

Blanchard-Brown Company $11,- 
420.94. 

On motion of Supervisor MacBain, 
seconded by Supervisor Francis, the 
contract was awarded to the Blanch¬ 
ard-Brown Company, they being the 
lowest bidders. The estimated cost 
was $11,230. It is specified that 
the macadam shoulders are to be con¬ 
structed at the expense of the first 
road district. 

District Attorney Swart informed 
the board that G. G. Blymyer & Co. of 
San Francisco had purchased the 
Montara school bonds at the last 
meeting, offering a premium of $7.50, 
believing that the rate of interest was 
5V 2 per cent, when in fact the rate is 
514 per cent, they being misled 
through an error in the advertisement. 
The company has since refused to 
take the bonds, and Mr. Swart had 
succeeded in securing a buyer through 
the Bank of South San Francisco. 

A resolution was adopted on mo¬ 
tion of Supervisor Francis, seconded 
by Supervisor MacBain, confirming 
the sale of the bonds to the South San 
Francisco bank. 

The district attorney stated that 
a number of buyers were on hand to 
take the state highway bonds, amount¬ 
ing to $125,000, about to be purchased 
by the board. He suggested that the 
bonds be at once disposed of. 

It was ordered on motion of Super¬ 
visor MacBain, seconded by Supervi¬ 
sor Casey, that the sale be made at 
once and that each bidder be required 
to accompany his offer with a certified 
check for $2500. 

Bids were opbned as follows: 

Bond & Goodwin, $119,825. 

E. H. Rollins & Sons, $118,875. 

Byrne & McDonald, $119,800.45. 

On motion of Supervisor MacBain, 
seconded hy Supervisor Casey, the 
bonds were ordered sold to Bond & 
Goodwin, they being the highest bid¬ 
ders, and the treasurer directed to de¬ 
liver the bonds to said successful bid¬ 
ders. 

Plans and specifications for the bay 
shore road, leading from South San 
Francisco northerly to the county 
line, a distance of three and nine- 
tenths miles, were presented by Sur¬ 
veyor Neuman and after slight amend¬ 
ment were adopted on motion of Su¬ 
pervisor MacBain, seconded by Super¬ 
visor Casey. The clerk was directed 
to publish a notice calling for bids 
for the work of constructing the road. 

Mrs. Lydia Dugan offered as a site 
for the county jail, a lot on Broad¬ 
way, Redwood City, having a frontage 
of forty feet and one hundred feet 
deep, to which is joined a strip twen¬ 
ty-five feet wide, forming a right an¬ 
gle and fronting on Washington 
street, being sixty feet deep. For the 
Broadway property she asked $8000 
and for the Washington-street prop¬ 
erty $1750. 

It was the opinion of the board that 
the Broadway property was too nar¬ 
row. H. C. Tuchsen, representing 
Mrs. Dugan, stated that additional 
frontage could be secured. With this 
understanding, the matter was laid 
over for one week, on motion of Su¬ 
pervisor MacBain, seconded by Su¬ 
pervisor Casey, it being understood 
that it will then be settled. 

District Attorney Swart was call¬ 
ed upon for an opinion as to the 
board’s power to award a contract 
for printing the delinquent tax list 
and advised the board that the tax 
collector had the giving out of that 
work, according to Attorney General 
Webb.

HOT SPRINGS, ARK., WANTS COL¬ 
LECTION OF RELICS AS PERMA- 

NENT EXHIBIT THERE. 

Hot Springs, Ark.,—So favorable 
has been the impression made by the 
great collection of antiquities and cu¬ 
rios which were brought to the state 
fair by Dr. Y. J. Andre upon official of 
the State Fair Association and citi¬ 
zens that all effort is being made to 
have Dr. Andre place in this city a 
permanent display of his collection. 

Dr. Andre brought to Hot Springs 
a most interesting history. He has 
more than 200 collections, each hav¬ 
ing gathered this collection in almost 
every country on the globe, for in 
his time he has been one of the most 
prominent “globe trotters.” For years 
he was stationed in the Phillippines 
as veterinary in the United States 
army. Dr. Andre refused many lu¬ 
crative offices for various articles of 
his collection. 

Among the objects which he prizes 
most highly is the watch that was 
worn by Napoleon. This came into 
the possession of Dr. Andre’s great¬ 
grandfather, being given to him by 
General Duros, who was Napoleon’s 
favorite general. Napoleon 1., when 
presented with a watch by his gen¬ 
erals, in turn made General Duros 
the recipient of the timepiece he had 
been carrying. General Duros, just 
previous to an important battle, gave 
the watch to Dr. Andre’s great grand¬ 
father, telling him to keep it until af¬ 
ter the battle and to retain it always 
if he was killed. General Duros met 
his death' in that engagement. Later 
Dr. Andre’s greatgrandfather related 
to Napoleon I. how he came by the 
watch the emperor had given his fa¬ 
vorite general, asking the emperor if 
he desired the watch back. 

“No, Dr. Andre,” so runs the legend 
in the Andre family. “He was my 
greatest general, and your warmest 
friend. Keep the watch, but do not 
let it go out of the Andre family.” 

Neal Goes With Watch. 

Princess Pauline, sister of Napo¬ 
leon I. had been presented with an 
emblem of France, consisting of a lion 
on a pedestal, with her initials carved 
to constitute a seal on the bottom at 
the same time her royal brother re¬ 
ceived his watch from his generals. 
She gave to Andre this token, telling 
him to keep the watch and the seal 
always together. The edict has been 
faithfully obeyed in the Andre family. 
The watch of Napoleon is in as good 
condition to-day as it was when that 
distinguished emperor carried it. 

By its side rests a watch Dr. An¬ 
dre secured in China. It, too, has a 
history. It is of ancient make and 
will run eight days without winding. 

Dr. Andre also has the three shirt 
studs worn by Napoleon I., as well 
as three studs that belonged to Gener¬ 
al Duros. Princess Pauline’s jewel 
casket, beautifully hand-painted and 
inlaid with silver, is also in the col¬ 
lection. There is also another re¬ 
membrance of Napoleon I. that Dr. 
Andre values very highly. It is an 
ornamental corkscrew which was 
given as a souvenir at a wine sup¬ 
per given by the emperor. 

Among all his articles of value 
.there is none that Dr. Andre attaches ' 
more sentiment to than the watch 
that was carried by Major Archibald 1 
Butt, President Taft’s aid, who went 
down with the Titanic. Dr. Andre J 
and Major Butt passed many pleas¬ 
ant days in the Philippines and the 
major in 1902 gave the doctor his j 
watch and also the campaign hat that 
he wore. 

Hus Ancient Locket. ' 

Dr. Andre also has an ancient Ger- 1 

man locket, with a cameo setting, the 1 
carving of which was done in Italy. ‘ 
A tiny hair locket is attached to the 1 
back. There is also a very ancient ‘ 
Japanese medicine box, and on the 1 
cord attached to this is hung a hen { 
carved out of ivory. There is also a ' 
German broocli and two eardrops, 
which are known to be more than 150 * 
years old. 1 

Japan also furnished Dr. Andre 1 
with a block of ivory, and out of this 5 
has been carved a group of frogs. 1 
That article, says Dr. Andre, is over 4 
500 years old. One of the most an- < 
cient exhibits is a complete Japanese 1 
fighting armor, with two swords and 1 
spear, which is more than 1000 years ( 
old. The spear is inlaid with pearl. 1 
There is also a pair of ancient Japa- c 
nese stirrups, each one handsomely 
carved in fantastic designs of gold f 

fiber. Dr. Andre also has a double f 
set of harness made out of natural t 
hemp grown by the Filipinos. Near c 


this group hangs the canteen used by 
General Lawton, who lost his life in 
the Philippines. 

One large frame contains a large 
collection of bows and arrows used 
by the Filipinos, the arrow heads be¬ 
ing of different shape. Each has 
been poisoned by being dipped in a 
deadly sap concocted by the natives. 
There are also a gun barrel and 
sword that were taken from the Mis¬ 
sissippi River at Fort Pillar, said to 
have been lost in a Confederate re¬ 
treat, as well as a Japanese flint¬ 
lock gun, which is of very ancient 
pattern.

BRAINS IN MAN ANI) ANIMALS. 


3 A dog can live without a brain; 
3 then why not a man ? Full-grown 
. dogs have lived for years without 
f brains, walking, sleeping, eating, 
barking, howling, starting at noises, 
3 scratching at fleas, just as normal 
, dogs habitually do. 

) Brainless babies have been born, 
. but have died within a day or two, 
r now, however, Drs. Edinger and Fis- 
. cher, two eminent German physicians, 
l describe a child that lived until its 
. fourth year without a brain, and only 
i after its death from tuberculosis wa^ 

I it discovered that in place of a cere¬ 
brum there was only a membranous 
bag filled with fluid. 

This child lay motionless in sleep 
unless awakened; it performed the 
primitive act of sucking, but never 
learned to take food in any other way. 
The doctors who observed it say it 
was less capable than a fish or frog 
without a brain. 

That a brainless animal should be 
more capable than a brainless human 
being may seem at first sight to be 
extraordinary, hut when we come to 
consider what is known about the 
nervous system and the psychology 
of animals and man it is quite what 
might be expected. There are certain 
functions of the body which men as 
well as animals perform without 
thought; the expansion and contrac¬ 
tion of the chest in breathing, for ex¬ 
ample. There are others which are 
called reflex actions and which re¬ 
quire no definite thought, such, for 
instance, as the instant repose of any 
part of the body to a sudden shock or 
pain. These are performed through 
the spinal motor mechanism which 
in animals is set in motion from any 
part of the sensory surface of the 
body. 

The lowest animals have no real 
brain. As we ascend the scale a 
cerebrum is added to the primitive 
nervous system. This cerebrum is 
a storehouse of memories and exper¬ 
iences; it is the seat of judgment and 
reason. In animals it is very small 
in comparison with the spinal system. 
Their experiences leave only a faint 
record upon the tablets of their minds. 
That they do leave some record is 
proved by the education that is possi¬ 
ble with some of them and by the evi¬ 
dences of memory that are constantly 
given still the more important. 

In man, on the other hand, the 
higher brain is large and the convo¬ 
lutions that carry the gray matter up¬ 
on their surface are many and deep, 
so the thinking part of the brain sup¬ 
plants the unthinking part. The lat¬ 
ter in the course of ages has lost its 
pre-eminence; a man has, by thous¬ 
ands of years of experience, acquired 
the habit of reflection, of thought; ac¬ 
tions that in animals are involuntary 
have become in him voluntary. 

The dog’s higher brain is in direct 
connection with its spinal motor cen¬ 
ters, the brain can therefore imitate 
movements, but these play only a min¬ 
or role in the animal life and the re¬ 
moval of the cerebrum takes away 
comparatively little of its conscious 
functions. It takes away the power 
of the dog to recognize its master for 
instance. 

In man, however, one function after 
another lias been trasferred from the 
lower nervous system to the high ce¬ 
rebral hemispheres wherein every : 
slightest experience of life writes its 1 
indelible record and affects every ac- ; 
tion and thought. Almost every act I 
of human life has come to involve j 
the will, which means the conscious ‘ 
co-operation of the cerebral cortex. J 
Conversely, the lower nerve centers j 
have lost their power to act indepen- J 
dently. J 

The child without a brain, there- I 
fore, was worse off than a dog or a * 
fish or a frog, because the thinking < 
brain plays so little part in the life I 
of these creatures that its loss is not
